Population Growth in tho 
Worid and the Major Regions: 
1950tol979 

Recant demographic eetim a n t for the countries of the 

world, when aggregated to regional and worfd totals, confirm 
the trends of declining population growth rates that have 
baan obnrvad In the wofid ai a whole and In many regions 
during the past few yean. Nevertheless, substantial absolute 
increases in population size are still occurring all over the 
world, and not all regions have yet axpariencad a daoalara- 
tion in their rates of growth. 

With an estimated 4.4 billion inhabitants, the world 
population at midyear 1979 was 44 percent larger than in 
1960 and 74 percent larger than tn 1 950. The worid's people 
are unevenly diltributed emong the varloue nations, with 
half of the population located in only 4 countries (see 
figure 1). and a fouah in the next 16 lergsst countries. 
Differential growth rates emong the regions haw resulted 

in a gradually shifting distribution of population over the last 
three decades (figure 2), so that the share of the world's 
population In Africa, Asia, and l^in America hat baan 
growing and thi jrn in Northern America. EuTope, and the 
Soviet Union has been diminishing. 

By far the iargeet popiMlon is found in Asia, with an 
estimated 2.6 billion in 1979, up from 1.4 billion in 1950 
(figure 3). The populations of both Africa and Latin America 
have more than doublad sinoa 1960. Africa's population 
increased from 220 million in 1950 to 458 million in 1979, 
and Latin America's from 164 million to 353 million during 
the same period. 

Wide variation in crude birth and death rates are evident 
among the regions, at shown tn figure 4. The estimated 
average rates for the world in 1978 were about 28 births and 
1 1 deaths per 1 jOOO population, resulting in e rale of natural 



increase of about 1.7 percent. TTie crude birth rate in Africa 
(46 per 1,000 population) is still very much above the world 
average, and nearly 40 parosnt above die average for less 
developed countries. The crude birth rate in Latin America 
(33 per 1,000) is sJightIv abovB and thai in Asia (30 per 
1.000) is close to the world average. The crude death rate 
shows a similar pattern for Africa and Asia— considerably 
above and close to the world average, respectively. However, 
in Latin Amarka tlw death rate is somewhat lower than 
lha worfd avaraga, lasembiing more dosety the crude death 
rates in tlw mote developed than ttte test developed regions. 

Cortsidering some more detailed measures of mortality, 
namely life expactancy at birth and infant mortality, it has 
been noted that data are not avaltalile for meny countries. 

Nevertheless, it is possible to make cross-country comparisons 
for countries with availabie data for some date in the 1970't. 
Figure B diows. as do tlw data on crude death rates, tiwt 

mortality is stiil very high in Africa where life cxpectarKies 
are below 45 years in several countries and where infant 
mortality rates above 100 era mere the norm tlwi tlw ex- 
ception. Figure 6 shows similar data for Asia, where there 
is greater diversity among the countries. In general, the data 
are more recent for Asia than for Africa* wliidi may aoeomt 
in part for the generally better mortality situation. Neverthe- 
less, there are sorm! countries, particularly Afghanistan, 
where life expectancy Is very low and infant mortality is 
higher than in any African country with data in the 1970's. 
Finally, in figure 7 one rrates that in Latin America mortality 
is gerwraiiy lower and the life expectancy figures end infMit 
mortality rates, just as the crude death rates, resemble more 
doeely thoee of the developed than tfte typical less 
devetoped country. 

Turning to a consideratjon of recent international migra- 
tion, several distinct population movements esn be identified 
in each of the major regions of the world. The most dominant 
feature of migration in Africa during recent years is the large- 
scale movement of rafugees between countries wWihi the 
region. Additionally, several of the newly independent nations 
have witnessed an emigration of segments of their foreign- 
bom populetiom after independence. IMigration In Asia is 
characterized by the large-scale movement of refugees from 
Laos. Kampuchea, and Vietnam to other countries of first 
asylum in Easaani Soutit Asia, as well as by pa r r ni nen t 
relocation of refugees in various countries of Europe and 
North America. Labor migration remains an important 
awact of population mo v ement wMiin Western South 
Asia. Alih'^' ii*^ there are intraregional population movements 
within Latin America, emic^atton to Europe and North 
Amarice Is more typical. The European and North Amerfoan 
ragions may be characterixed as regions of destination, even 
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though there is cotisidcrabit! intrareyional migration in both. 
In the case of Oceania, migration is dominated by immignh 
liente Auttrali*. 

The differing levels of fertility, mortality, and migration 
among the various world regions combine to produce regional 
growth ratM thM vary condderably ■» wall. In ipitt of ttw 
high death rate in Africa, the growth rate has been increasing 
steadily (figure 8), to become, at 2.9 percent in 1978, the 
highest of any continent. In Latin America, on the other 
hand, the population growdi rate has been declining, particu- 
larly during the last decade, but it still remains fairly high, 
about 2.3 percent in 1978. In Asia, the trend of population 
growth is hMvily inflMooed Ivy the situMion in Mainland 
Chin*, about which tittle ts known for certain. The population 
loss m Mainland China during the early 1960's, as ponrayod 
by the official data, causes a reversal of the Asian trend for 



that period. In general, there has been a downward trend in 
A$ian population growth rates since about the mid-1 960's, 
wHh tha 197B rata hmrtng raaehad a modarata laval In world 
terms, about 1.8 percent, or the lowest rate among the 
dewloping regions. Among the more deveiopad ragions, 
population growth raiM haw bean balow W paicant in 
Europe and the Soviet Union sinca Ifaa mid'IflflO'a and in 
Northern America sinca the early ^97fft. 

In eoniidaring fha ganarally declining population growth 
rates during recent years, the distinction should be made 
between these rates and the absolute increases in numbers 
of paopla. As shown below with actual estimates from 
this report, a declining growth rate, if applied to m% 
increasingly large population. do«s not naoenarily lawi to 
fimlllar numban of paopla addad to thapopulationaach ya«r:

Thuc although lha estimated annual world population 
growth rata of 1.7 peroant for midyaar 1978 to 1979 was a 

fifth low'-'t than the- rate (2.1 percent) for a comparabli^ period 

10 years earlier, the absolute annual increase of the popu- 
lation was assantially tha sama, 76 mWlon. in tha eata of 

Africa, the combination of an increasing cjrowth rate and a 
growing base population has led to a sharp rise in the annual 
abiolula growth of tha population; tha absoluts Inerawa 



during 1978 to 1979 was 44 percent larger than the increase 
during 1988 to 1960. Asia was uniqua among lha developing 

rcyions in tiial tliu absolute annual increment, as well as the 
population growth rate, was smaller during 1976-79 than 
196880. In Latin AmarioB, rithough tha growth ratadacHnad 

from 2.6 percent in 1968 G9 to 2 3 percent in 1978-79, 
the absolute increment during the latter period was nearly a 
million hi^r.

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The African continent is a less developed region with a 
oombination of vital ratai unkiue in today's worid-« very 
high fertility level and a moderately high mortaHty level. 
This combination has pro<!uced an exceedingly high popu- 
lation growth rate, which it estimated to have inveased 
Meadlly from 23 percent annually In the 1950-65 period 
to 2.9 percent annually in the 1975 79 period. Since 1970, 
Africa has had the highest population growth rate of any 
region of the world. The African 4tare of world populatton 
increased from less than 9 percent in 1950 to more than 10 
percent in 1979. With the exception of Southern Africa, 
aH the wbragtens of Africa eMhibit a pattern of aoealera- 
ting growth rates during the 1950 79 period 

Southern Africa has the lowest crude birth rate in Africa 
as well at a relatively low enide death rale. Southern Africa's 
average annual population growth rate increased from 2.3 
percent in the 1950-55 period to 2.7 percent in the 1960-70 
period. Since that time, Iwwever, the growth rate has been 
decreasing due to fertility reductions during 1970-79 and net 
international emigration during the 1975-79 period, including 
emigration of European and other non-African populations. 
The average annual population growth rate of Southern 
Africa reached 2.2 percent tn 1975-79, nearly one-fourth 
lower than the African average. The trends for this subregion 
reflect population dynamics in the nation of South Africa, 
which oomtitutet rwarly 90 peroBirt of the lubregion's 
population. 

Northern Africa has the second lowest fertility rate among 
Africa's regions and relatively low mortality rates. NortlMrn 

Africa's growth rate increased gradually from ?.4 percent in 
the 19S0-66 period to 2,9 percent in the 1975-79 period. 
The estimated 197B annual growth rate for Northern Africa 

was 3.0 percent, with higher rates in a number of countries, 
including Algeria, Libya, Sudan, and Western Sahara. In 
Algeria, the growth rate was higher in 1978 tlian in the 
1965-75 period due to the cessation of the former heavy 
emigration to France. Libya's growth rate in recent years 
would have iMon even Itigher except for emigntion of a 

reported 100,000 Egyptians bct.vei t> n> id 1977 and mid 
1979. The grovrth rate in the Sudan estimated for 1978 
(3.6-3 J percent) reflects a high rate of natural increase com- 
bined with significant net immigration. An influx of refugees 
from Ethiopia and other countries hat brought the reported 
total number of refugees in the Sudan to over 400,000. 
Tunisia had the lowest crude birth rate, crude death rate, 
and growth rate (2.5 percent) of any country in the Northern 
Africa subregion in 1978. Egypt's 1978 population growth 
rate is estimated at 2.7 pereant. lower than for most other 



Northern Africa countries but representing an increase from 
i0VP<'> 1970-75 growth rate of 2.2 percent. Egypt by itself 
encompasses neerly 40 percent of the population of th« 
Northern Africa subregion and is the second most populous 

nation in Africa 

The Eastern and western Africa subregions. which together 
constitute over half of the population of Africa, have high 
crtide birth rates and moderately high crude death rates. 
Grovnh rates have increased rapidly in both of these sub- 
regions in the past thraa decades and by similar magnitudes 
(from 2.1-2.2 percent in 19B0-BB to 2j9-3j0 percent In 
1975-79). 

Meny countries of Eastern Africa have very hiifit population 

growth rates. Kenya's estimated 1978 growth rate of 4 per- 
cent is the pruduci of very high fertility and declining mor- 
talitv: if this rate were to continue unchanged, the popu- 
lation would double in less than 20 years. Recent estimates 
indicate an increase in the fertility of Kenyan women, 
attributable largely to improvements in health conditions. 
Mozambique's recent growth includes a significant number of 
refugees from Zimtiabwe {formerly Southern Rhodesia). 
Ethiopia, Eastern Africa's most populous country and the 
third largest nation in Africa, had a 1978 estimated grovirth 
rate of 2.2-2.6 percent. Refugees from Ethiopia continue to 
enter the Sudan, Somalia, and other countries. Currently 
over 600,000 refugees are located in Somali camps, with 
official reports indicating an even greater number outside 
these camps. 

Countries of VHeitara Africa with very high growth rates 
in 1978 include Ghana, hfory Coast, and Nigeria. Growth of 

the Ivory Coast labor market has led to an influx of Im- 
migrants from neighboring countries, particularly from 
Upper Volte, Mall, and Guinea. Nigeria, the most papulous 
ration m Africa, had an estimated population growrth rata 

of 2.9-3 4 percent in 1978. 

Middle Africa has a fairly high crude birth rate and a 
modarataiy high crude death rata. Us pcpulatioR growth 

rate increased more rapidly than that of any other subregion 
of Africa between 1950-55 and 1975-79, from 1.7 percent 
10 2.7 percent, or by nearly 60 percent. Over half of the 
subregion's population lives in Zaire. In 1978, Zaire had an 
estinuted population growth rate of 3.1-3.9 percent 
(including an estimated net immigration rate of 7 per 1,000 
population), higher than the growth rate for any other nation 
of Middle Africa. Zaire has a large refugee population, coming 
n>ainly from Ar>gola. Sizable movements of refugees have 
also occurred among other mrtions of ll^||,^||y:^y GoOglc

Six of the world's 10 most populous countries are In Asia, 
inchiding the first and lacond Itrgnt. MtinhHid China and 
Indls. In 1979, the Asia region had an aatinwtMl total popu* 
lation of 2.6 billion, or a figure as large as the entire world 
population in 1960. Today, Atia't (MPple oomtituta nearly 
60 peraant of the world population and nrariy 80 pareant of 
those living in less developed rt^ions. 

Ovarall, tha population growth rate in Asia it the lowest 
among die dewalopfng region*, having dedlnad from an 
average annual rate of 2.5 percent in 1965-70 to about 1.9 
percent in 1975-79. Crude birth and death rates vary con- 
aidaraMy wNhin the oontinant wfdi the ratea In Afghanistan 
among the highest In the world, and those in Japan and 
Singapore among the lowest In spite of its moderate popu- 
lation growth rata, over ilx4enths of lha worWc annual 
population irKTcase takes place in Asia. 

Much of the recent decline in the A&ian population growth 
rate is attributable to events in Mainland China, where avail- 
able data suggest that the growth rate has declined from a 
peA rate of 2.8 peroant }n 19(S-70 to an average of only 
1.6 percent per year in 1975-79. Mortality appears to be 
fairly low in Mainland China, and a marked dadina infertility 
appears to have ooeurrad in reoartt years at a result of a 

vigorous national family planning program which encourages 
couples to hove only one or, at most, two children. Never- 
thaleia, tiaoauta of the iaqe populition baaeof appreximataly 
1 billion persons, 1 in 5 of the world's Mnha oooun in 
Mainland China. 

Fertility is declining in some otiwr ma|or Asian oountrles 
as well. Long-term declines have brought birth rates down in 
the Republic of Korea, Sri Lanlia, and Taiwan. More 
raosntty, fertHMy has begun to fall also In India, Indonesia. 
Malaysia, Philtppirws, and Thailand, while it remains generally 
at high levels in Bangladesh, Nepal, and Pakistan. In Iran, 



fertility had begun to fall in urban areas, but it remains to 
be seen to what extent the changed population poMcias of 
the new regime may alter this emerging trend. 

Within Asia's subregions, recent massive refugee move- 
mems have altered the normal growth patterns, although the 
sporadic and unplanrwd nature of these movements makes 
them difficult to quantify In Eastern South Asia m particu- 
lar, events in Kampuchea have led to an estimated population 
loss, tfiraugh lioth mortality aiKl migration, that may have 
reached 2 million persons by midyear 19?^ In addition, 
hundreds of thousani^ of "boat people" have fled from 
Vietnam tinoe January iV/S. A large number of refugees 
from both Vietnam and Laos remain in Thailand, whers 
many have lived in camps for S years or more, although 
there have been some attempts at repatriation. A heavy 
influx of refugees also entered Hong Kong from Vietnam in 
1979. Elsewhere, 200,000 Muslims left Burma during April- 
June 1978 and sought refuge in Bar^gladosh. By the end of 
Fabniary 1979, more than 80,000 had returned to Burma, 
and the others were expected to be repatriated at the rate 
of 25,000 a month. 

Western South Asia countries having large foreign popu- 
lations inehide Bahrain, Kuweit Qatar. Saudi Arabia, and the 

United Arab Emirates, The influx of labor migration is a 
significant factor in Saudi Arabia, wtwre net immigration of 
wwlcars and lhair familiaa avsraged approximately 20DjOOO 

per year during 1974-77, about half of whom came from 
Pakistan, Egypt, and Yemen (Sana). Emigration to Saudi 
Arabia from Yemen (Sanel has been curtailed In meant 
years. Large-scale emigration from Iran has occurred since 
the recent upheavals in that country, virtually eliminating 
the largo teraign eolonies that had built up skwa the mid 
1950's. Heavy prr-tr|'?t'on from Cyprus rf^'i'^rt in an actual 
decline in the populatioi) size between 1974 and 1976.

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Latin America is a less developed region with moderately 
dadinins fertility, low mortality, and a high population 
growth rite. In eompariion wMi other rsgioni of the world, 

the population of Latin America ex(>erlenced the highest 

growth rata$ from 1950 to 1970. Hovwever, while the popu- 
lation growth rate in Africa wai aecelerating. that in Latin 
America peaked in 1955-65 at 2.8 percent per year, and has 
subMquently declined as reductions in fertility began to ex- 
CMd raduetlom In mortality, notably In Costs Rica, ChUa, 
Brazil Cn'-.rrbia, and Mexico. Nevertheless, Latin America's 
share ot wudd population has continued to iiwrease (from 
lati than 7 paroent in 1960 to owr 8 pereent in 1079h linea 
its growth rata li still wsii above the werage rate for the 
world. 

The trend in population growth in Latin America it daier- 

mined primarily by trends in Tropical South Arnerir^ whose 
10 countries constitute more than half of the total pupuUtton 
of the region. This subregion's population growth rate has 
been declining steadily since the peak rate of 3.0 percent 
in 1955 65. and reached 2.4 percent m 1975 79 Tropical 
South Arrwrica includes Brazil, which has the sixth largest 
population in the world and the largest in Latin America. 
The rapidity of fertility decline in Brazil is suggested by 
changes in both the cru<jp birth rate (37 per 1,000 po()u- 

lation in 1970. 31-33 per 1,000 population in 1976-77} 
and the total fertility rate (5.3 chifdran par woman in 1970. 

4.2-4.6 children per woman in 1976-77). In Colombia, with 
the second largest population in Tropical South America, 
fertility has also declined appreciably in recent years (6.7 
children per woman in 1964, compared with 4.0 children 
per woman in 1978) and net international emigration has 
Increased. The result has been a drop In Cokmibie's popu- 
lation growth rate from 3.1 percent in 1964 to 2.1 percent in 
1978. In the past, oil-rich Venezuela has attracted Colombians 
and other Letin Americans In significant numbers for em- 
ployment both in the oil fields and in other sectors, 
Venexuelan officials estimate that about 4 million foreigners 
malta up ever one^ourth ot the country's population. Only 
three countries of Tropical South America show increasing 
population growth rates between 1970-75 and 1975-79: 
Bolivia, Ecuador, and Suriname. The ineraeiad growth rates 
in Bolivia and Ecuador are primarily a consequence of de- 
clining mortality, while in Suriname the increased growth 
rate is due to net immigration (astimated at 7 per IjOOO 
population in 1978) 

Middle America has consistently had the highest rates of 



population growth in Latin America during the 1955 79 
period, but those rates have been tapering off sines 1965-70. 
In Mexico, which contains more than three-fourths of ttte 

subregion's (xipulaiion. the grovrth rate declined from 3.3 
percent in 1960-65 to 3.1 percent in 1970-71, and 2.6 
percent in 1978-79, prinMrHy as a consequence of e rapid 

fertility decline as reflected by changes in both the crude 
birth rate (43 per 1,000 population in 1970, 37 per 1,000 
population in 1977-78} mi the total fertility rate (6,5 
children per woman in 1970, 5,2 diitdran per woman in 
1977-78). 

The population graw^ rate in El Salvador, the most 

densely populated nation in Latin America, remains high due 
primarily to declinir>g mortality and despite increasing net 
intemetional emigration. Panema and Costa Rica had the 
lowest crude birth rates (29 3? per 1,000 population) and 
the lowest aude death rates (5 per 1,000 population) in 
the IMIddie Americe subregion in 1978. The totel fertility 
rate in Panama declined by aboirt one-fourth between 1955 
and 1975 (to 4.5 childrefi per woman), arui Utai ta Costa 
Rica Ml by about one-half between 1960 and 1976 (to 3.7 
children per woman). Costa Rica was the recipient of the 
majority of the refugees who fled from Nicaragua during 
the recent civil war. 

The lowest rates of population growth in Latin America 
are fourfd in Temperate South America. In this subregion. 
characterized by relatively low fertility, the rate of growth 
diminished slowly from 1.9 percent in the 1960-SS period 
to 1.4 percent In the 1970-75 period. However, during 
1975-79 the growth rate increased slightly (to 1.5 percent! 
due to an irKrease in the crude birth rate in Argentina where 
two-thirds of the subregion's Inhriiltants Ihre. Meanwhile, 

population growth rates in Chile and Uruguay declined be- 
tween 1970-75 and 1975-79 (to 1.5 percent and 0.6 percent 
per year, reipeetively). 

In the Caribbean subregion, whose 22 countries together 
constituted only 8 percent of Latin America's population in 
1979, the growtft rate fluctuated between 1 J and 2.2 per- 
cent during the 1950-75 period and returned to a level of 
1.8 percent again in 1975-79. The overall rate of growth 
for 1975-79. however, conceals a diversity of rates among 
the individual islands, due primarily to the varying impact 
of net internatior^al migration. In 1975-79 the Bahamas 
experienced a growth rate approaching 4.0 percent, while 
Martinique experienced a negative growth rate in excess of 
IjOperoent.

Tha lowest rates of population growth amor>g the regions 
of tfio worid throughout the 1950-79 period occurred in 
th« more developed regions of Northern America, Europe, 
and the Soviet Union. Characterized by luw fcrtiliiy and 
low mortality, thit combined aree't average annual popula- 
tion growth rate has decreased continuously, from 1.3 per- 
cent in 1955-60 to 0.6 percent in the 1975-79 period ~'i 
itiare of the world population in Northern America, Europe, 
wd the Soviet Union combined dedlncd from 29 perocnt in 
1950 to 22 percent in 1979. 

The stibregions of Europe have experienced a variety of 
population growth patterns during 1960'79, fluetuatinQ 
at levels below 1 percent for most of the period. Wit^ rales 
in the 1960's already low by world standards, in 1978 some 
of Euiopa^s most populous natloiw (Federal Republic of 
Germany, German Democratic Republic, and the United 
Kingdom) had zero population growth rates, or even nega- 
two rata*. Others (Italy, Franca) had annual groMrth rates 
under 0.5 percent, and only a few European countriej, 
primarily the smaller nations, had 1978 growth rates ex- 
oeadlr>g l percent. These generally low rates of increase are 
the result of very small differences between the crude birth 
rata and the crude death rate, both of which are low. Total 



fertility rates intfleMt that fertility if balowlfwr«ilicanfNnt 

level In many European countries. 

Eight of Europe's more populous nations have experienced 
an increase in crude death rates during the recent past, be- 
cause larger proportions of the population are in the older 
age groups. European populations could, therafort, continue 
to exhibit reductions in growth in the near lutura with or 
without further declines in fertility. 

The other more developed regions include the Soviet 
Union ar»d the United States, the third and fourth nost 
populous countries in the world. Growth rates for both the 
Soviet Union and the Northern America subregion have 
generally decline<), from Isvels of 1.7-1.8 percent in 1950 55 
to 0,8-0.9 percent in 1975-79. However, the combined popu- 
lation of Northern America and the Sovtet Union in 19B0 
was about 46 million smaller than the population of Europe; 
by 1979 this relationship had been reversed and the combined 
population of Northam America and the Soviet Union was 
approximately 26 million larger than the population of 
Europe. This reversal was the product of higher rates of 
natural inortase in Northern America and lha Soviet Union, 
net international immigration to Nortftern America, and net 
international emigration from Europe.

Papua New Guinea-which constitutes over 85 percent of 
IMalaneate't popuiation-faut declined appreciably in Mew 
Hebrides (from 3.8 percent to 28 percent) and New 
Caledonia (from 3.7 percent to 0.5 percent). The net inter- 
national emigration rate for New Caledonia In 1978 wai 
estimated at 13.6 per 1,000 population. However, the trend 
in the average annual population growth rate of the Solomon 
Islands has been steadily upward, from 1.4 percent in 
1960^ to 3.6 percent in 1975-79. Since the Solomon 
litandi repraiant virtuaity a dosed population, the upswing 
in the growth rate is not due to immigration but il the 
result of Increasing fertility and declining mortality. 

Fertility is moderately high and mortality is low in both 
Micronesia and Polynesia. In Micronesia, population growth 
rates have fluctuated widely, ranging from a low of 1.4 par* 
cent In 19M-60 to a high of 3.2 percent Tn 1970-76. Between 
1970 75 and 1975 79, the subregion's growth rate decreased 
to 2.1 percent due primarily to net international emigration 
from the Paeme Mandi and Kiribati and tDdaertaead fartifity 
and a lower net immigration rate for Guam. 

In Polynesia, the average annual population growth rate 
pailied during the 196066 period at a level of 3.1 percent, 
and then declined to 2 6 percent in the 1965-70 period and 
further to 1.7 percent In the 1970-79 period.
